Many  seedsmen  doing  business  in  the  North  get  their  tomato  seeds 
from  California,  melon  seeds  from  Oklahoma  or  Arizona,  pepper  seed  from  Georgia, 
and  so  on. 

We  are  situated  near  the  northern  border,  a few  miles  from  Lake  Ontario.  Seeds 
raised  here  must  mature  early  or  get  caught  by  frost.  This  fact  insures  early  strains 
of  such  varieties  as  we  raise  here. 

How  Many  Seeds  Will  Grow? 

This  question  comes  up  every  time  any  of  us  start  to  sow  or  plant  seeds.  Almost 
all  commercial  seeds  contain  at  least  a small  percentage  of  defective  or  dead  seeds  that 
will  not  germinate.  This  percentage  varies  very  much  in  different  lots  of  seed,  and  it 
is  hard  for  the  gardener  to  tell  how  thick  to  sow  in  order  to  avoid  an  excessive  amount 
of  thinning,  or  a poor  stand  of  plants.  Carrot  seed,  for  instance,  that  contains  60  per 
cent  of  live  seeds  must  be  sown  considerably  thicker  than  a lot  that  contains  80  per  cent.

An  ounce  of  seed  will  produce 
about  8,000  plants.  It  requires 
20,000  plants  to  the  acre.  For 
very  early  planting  the  seed 
should  be  sown  in  February  or 
first  of  March.

POTATOES 

The  potatoes  we  offer  have  been  carefully  inspected  while  growing  and  plants  af- 
fected with  mosaic,  leaf  curl  or  other  diseases  were  promptly  removed.  It  does  not  pay 
to  use  ordinary  potatoes  for  seed.  The  crop  can  be  almost  doubled  by  the  use  of  dis- 
ease-free seed. 

About  Shipping. — The  potatoes  are  shipped  in  sacks  holding  150  pounds  (2V2  bu.) 
or  barrels  holding  180  lbs.  (3  bu.)  We  can  usually  ship  safely  by  the  middle  of  March, 
but  not  before,  except  to  the  Southern  States.

TOMATOES 


The  very  earliest  tomatoes  are  never  quite  as  large  and  well  colored  as  the  later 
varieties,  but  Earliana  of  a carefully  selected  strain  is  the  nearest  perfect  of  any  really 
early  variety  we  know  of.

We  maintain  an  extensive  testing  garden  for  Asters  where  we  compare  all  different  varieties  while  grow- 
ing side  by  side.  In  this  way  we  carefully  select  the  most  desirable  sorts.  Many  of  the  varieties  are 
grown  here  on  Moreton  Farm  or  especially  grown  for  us  near  by  where  the  quality  of  the  crop  can  be 
carefully  watched.

Insecticides  and  Fertilizers,  Etc. 

TOBACCO  DUST.  Used  extensively  for  dusting 
plants  to  destroy  or  repell  bugs  and  plant 
lice.  For  fumigating  green-houses  the  to- 
bacco dust  we  sell  is  most  excellent.  It  burns 
evenly  and  will  light  without  the  use  of 
kerosene.

to  30  gallons  of  water  and  soak  two  hours.

PULVERIZED  SHEEP  MANURE.  This  is  an 
excellent  fertilizer  for  all  crops.  It  is  rather 
costly  to  use  on  a large  scale  but  for  small 
gardens  and  especially  for  greenhouses  and 
frames  it  can  be  used  to  great  advantage. 
It  not  only  furnishes  actual  plant  food  but 
also  humus  which  is  not  supplied  by  chemi- 
cal fertilizers.  This  dried  sheep  manure 
contains  2*4%  nitrogen,  1%%  phosphoric 
acid  and  114%  potash.  There  is  no  straw 
or  other  rubbish  in  it.  It  is  pure  dried  and 
pulverized  sheep  manure.  Use  about  1 lb. 
to  4 or  5 square  feet  of  surface.

NITRATE  OF  SODA.  Gardeners  should  always 
have  some  nitrate  of  soda  on  hand  and  use 
it  whenever  they  want  to  promote  a quick, 
strong  growth  in  plants.
